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State’s Honor at Stake. 

In addition to the practical impor 
tance of the matter, it is one in which 
the honor of the state is involved, When 
the bill providing for the establishment 
of these schools and their support by the 
state was made a law there was keen 
competition in every district for . the 
schools. 

The counties which won in the various 
districts have. at great expense, pro- 
vided locations and plants for tte 
schools. The eleven counties which won 
the schools have spent from $60,000 to 
$100,000 each. They, of course, expected

‘TION BY ROOSEVELT 
ON’ DEATH OF CLEVELAND 


Was gton, June 24.—In Washing- 
ton, where many of those who are now 
ing officials of the government 
came into office during his administra- 
tion and where thousands of residents 
met him at social functions at the 
white house, 
Cleveland’s death caused a profound 
sensation. Official action followed 
Promptly. <A few hours ahead of his 
proclamation announcing the 
death, President Roosevelt directed 
Secretary Cortelyou, the senior cabinet 
officer in Washington, and thus the act- 
ing head of the administration, to have 
all executive departments place the na- 
tional flags on their buildings at half- 
mast. This order was immediately pro- 
mulgated and probably will be in effect 
for thirty days. 

The president’s proclamation was as 
follows: 

“By the President “of the 
States—A Proclamation: 

“The White House, June 24, 1908. 

“To the People of the United States: 

_ Grover Cleveland, president of the 
United States from 1/885 to 1/889, and 
again from 1893 to 1897," died at 8:40 
oclock thig morning at his home in 
Princeton, N. J. In his death the na- 
tion has been deprived of one of its 
greatest citizens. By profession a law- 
yer, his chief services to his country 
were rendered during a long, varied 
and honorable career in public life. As 
mayor of his city, as governor of his 
State, and twice as president, he 
showed a signal power as an adminis- 
trator, coupled with entire devotion 
to the wountry’s goed and a courage 
that quailed before no hostility when 
once he was convinced where his duty 
lay. Since his retirement from the 
presidency he has continued well and 
faithfully to serve his countrymen by 
the simplicity, dignity and uprightness 
of his private life. 

“In testimony of the respect in which 
his memory is held by the government 
and people of the United States, I do 
hereby ‘direct that the flags on the 
White house and the several depart- 
mental buildings be displayed at half 
Staff for a period of thirty days and 
that suitable military and naval honors 
under the orders of the secretaries of 
war and of the navy bé rendered on 
the day of the funeral. 

“Done this twenty-fourth day of June 
in the year of our Lord one thousand 
nine hundred and eight and of the inde- 
pendence of the United States of Amer- 
lca the one hundred and thirty-second.

GROVER CLEVELAND LAUDED 
BY WILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN 


Lineoln, Neb., June 24.—The follow- 
ing tribute to former President Grover 
Cleveland was written this ¢vening by 
William J. Bryan: 

“The death of ex-President Grover 
Cleveland brings to a sudden end the 
phenomenal career of one of the 
strongest characters known to the polil- 
tical world during the present genera- 
tion. Like every commanding figure, 
he had zgealoug supporters and earnest 
opponents, but those who differéd from 
him were as réagy as his warmest 
friends to concede to him the possession 
of elements of leadership to an extra- 
ordinary degree. He was deliberate in 
action, firm in conviction, and ever 
ready to accept responsibility for what 
he did. Few men have exerted a more 
positive influence on those associated 
with them. We are not far enough from 
the period in which his work was done 
to measure accurately his place in his- 
tory, but the qualities which made him 
great are a part of the nation’s hert- 
tage, and universal sorrow is felt at 
his death.’’ 


ROOSEVELT WILL ATTEND 
FUNERAL OF MR. CLEVELAND 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 24.—News of 
the death of ex-iPresident Grover Cleve- 
land was communicated to President 
Roosevelt at his summer Home here to- 
day, and caused radical changes 
the president's plans. Mr. Roosevelt 
was visibly deeply shocked at the tid- 
ings, and immediately telegraphed _ to 
Mrs. Cleveland, at Princeton, N. ) 
tendering his sympathy and that of 
Mrs. Roosevelt, and asking to be no- 
tified at Mrs. Cleveland’s eariiest con- 
venience of the time of the late presi- 
dent's funeral. Afterwards announce- 
ment was made that President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt would attend the funeral 
Friday. 

Mr. Roosevelt made it known § im- 
mediately on receipt of Mr. Cleveland's 
death that he would abandon his pro- 
posed trip to New London, Conn.,. to 
witness the Harvard-Yale boat races, 
on which he was to have stagted to- 
day, 

He also issued a proclamation to the 
people of the country, eulogizing the 
dead siatesman, ordering all government 
flags half-masted for thirty days, and 
directing that military and naval honors 
‘be accorded the late president on the 
day of the funeral. 

The Presifent and Mrs. Roogevelt, ac- 
companied bv Secretary Loeb, will 
leave Oyster Bay on a special train on 
Friday for Princeton to attend the fu- 
neral. They will return over the same 
route to Oyster Bay !mmediately getter 
the funeral] services. 

A beautiful floral wreath was ordered 
by the president to be sent in his name 
and that of Mrs. Roosevelt to Prince- 
ton to be placed by the bier of the ex- 
president, 

CLEVELAND VERY GREAT MAN, 
DECLARES SECRETARY TAFT 


New Haven, Conn., June 24.—News of 
the death of ex-Fresident Grover Cleve- 
land today threw into a shadow of 
genuine sorrow the commencement fes- 
tivities at Yale. 

Secretary William H. Taft was in- 
formed of the demise of Mr. Cleveland

At the alumni dinner, after the fore 
mal commencement exercises, Secretary 
Taft delivered the second of his sched- 
uled addresses for the week. 

Secretary Taft sat between President

today to receive a Yale degree. J. 
Pierpont Morgan was seated next to 
the Brazilian ambassador. He received 
the degree of doctor of laws. 

The secretary was introduced in a 
felicitious speech by President Hadley. 

The secretary said in part: 

“Mr. President, Ladies and Gentle- 
men, Men of Yale: I join in an expres- 
Sion of sorrow—deep sorrow—at the 
Geath of Grover Cleveland. He was a 
@reat man and a great president. He 
had the highest civic ideals, he had a 
rugged honesty, he had a high courage

"T'was in ‘87 Grover Cleveland paid 
‘his first visit to Atlanta and his com- 
ing gave Atlanta the greatest, most 
dense impact of people the Gate City 
of the south has ever entertained, or 
for that matter may ever care for. 

Doors to churches, to school houses, 
to the county court rooms, to the city 


hall apartments, jn fact to every pub- | 


lic building in the city were thrown 
open for the three or four days the 
Great crush was on in the city. Not 
only; men, but women and children 
from near by and far away sections 
slept in church pews, in chairs in pyb- 
lic buildings and even -in stairways, 
SO great was the crowd. Scarce as were 
sleeping accommodations, more scanty 
were the restaurants—for in those days 
Atlanta had but three or four reputable 
eating places. 

President Clevelanhaé had accepted in- 
vitations from a nurfiber of cities in 
various sections to “drop in” as he made 
a circuit, as it were, coming to Atlanta. 
When his train left Washington the 
president went into the northwest and 
then swinging around to St. Louis, 
started his run to Atlanta, stopping at 
Louisville, Nashville and Chattanooga 
as he came on to Atlanta. 

To greet the president earloads of 
fireworks were taken fo the top of 
Kennesaw to be let going as the presi- 
dential train passed. that place, the 
schedule having been made so that he 
would be near Marietta shortly after 
dark. But late in the afternoon a 
great rain storm came up and the fire- 
works figzglied out. The train reached 
the old Union, depot about 9 o'clock, 
and in a downpour of rain President 
Cleveland, Mrs. Cleveland; Dan Lamont, 
then the president's private secretary, 
afterward a member of President 
Cleveland’s cabinet, and other friends 
with him detrained. Carriages. were 
at the Wall street entrance of the de- 
pot awaiting the presidential. party.

as bands played, cannon fired and lIoco- 
motiwe whistles made the air ring with 
noise the first man of the land, with 
the first lady of the land, then still a 
bride, it might be said, were driven to 
the Kimbali, a few steps away only. 

Like sardines in a box were the peo- 
p&p packed every inch of the way, 
while inside the hotel corridors there 
was hardly breathing room. 

The next day, escorted by militia 
from all sections of the state, from 
Alabama, from Tennessee, from the 
Carolinas, from Virginia, from Ken- 
tucky and from other near by states 
the president was driven to the Pied- 
mont park and then a formal opening 
was given the exposition of ’87. Rain 
was copious during the four days’ stay 
of the president, but it interfered lit- 
tle with the program. A breakfast 
at the home of Senator Colquitt, din- 
ngws at tne Capital City Club and at the 
Kimball with -other social functions 
punctuated the happy life of President 
Cleveland during his first visit to At- 
lanta. 

It was under his dtreet observation 
that the cotton wedding took place at 
Piedmont exposition, .a wedding the 
like of which has never been recorded, 

In ’95 Mr. Cleveland made his second 
visit to Atlanta. But between ’87 and 
95 he had unknown passed through 
Atlanta two or three times, upon one 
occasion passing two or three hours in 
the city. On these occasions he wag en 
route south for a hunting and fishing 
trip. His visit in ’95 was during his 
second occupancy of the white house. 
Governor Smith was then a member of 
the president’s cabinet, or had just re- 
tired. The board of directors of the 
Piedmont park exposition had secured 
President Cleveland’s consent to visit 
the city and for two or three days he 
was given every pogsible agtention At- 
lantans could show him. He was a 
conspicuous figure every morning on 
the exposition grounds during his stay 
and was shown every possible atten- 
tion. 
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SKETCH OF GROVER CLEVELAND 


Grover Cleveland, the twenty-second 
and twenty-fourth president’ of the 
United States, was the first president 
ever reelected after retirement to pri- 
vate life. 

The great-grandfather of the presi- 
dent was Aaron Cleveland, a Congre- 
gational: clergyman, who was born in 
Haddam; Middlesex county, Connecti- 
cut, oh ‘February 3, 1744. The. family 
came :ffom Suffolk county, England, 
settling in Massachusetts early in the 
severiteenth century. Richarg  F. 
Cleveland was a Presbyterian minister 
in 18629, and married the daughter of 
a Baltimore merchant born in Ireland. 
 Thege: were Grover Cleveland's fath- 
ér and mother. The boy wag born at 
Caldwell, Essex county, New Jersey, 
on March 1/8, 1837, and was named aft- 
er Rey, Stephen Grover, who formerly 
occupied the Presbyterian parsonage at 
Caldwell. Four other presidents have 
been ‘members of the Presbyterian 
church, namely: Andrew Jackson, 
Jamés. K. Polk, James Buchanan and 
Benjamin Harrison. 

Thé’ family removed to Fayetteville, 
near Syracuse, N. Y., in !84!, and later 
to Clinton, N. Y. In the schools of 
these places Grover Cleveland received 
his earlier education. At an early age 
he held a clerkship in a country store. 
The death of his father in 1853 made 
it mecessary for him to earn his own 
living} and at !7 he was appointed 
assistant teacher of the New York In- 
stitution for the Blind. A little later 
he started for Cleveland, where he ex- 
pected to study and practice law. He 
was induced by his uncle, Lewis F. 
Allen, to locate in Buffalo, and began 
to read law in the office of Rogers, 
Bowen & nNogers. 

Admitted to the Bar. 
to the bar in 1859, 
continuing with the same firm until 
1862, asx their managing clerk. He be- 
came assistant district attorney for 
Erie county in 1863, and was the dem- 
ocratic candidate for district attorney 
in 1865, but was defeated at the polls. 

During this time he was so cramped 
for means to support his mother and 
sister, that upon being conscripted for 
service in the war, he was obliged to 
borrow..money with which to send a 
substitate, and was unable to repay the 
loan until long afterwards. Two of 
€leveland’s brothers were in the mil- 
ftary service, and his own case, far 
from being unusual. as has been repre- 
sented by his enemies, was quite com- 
gon in the organization of the union 
‘Armies. Those members of the family 
who could be spared enlisted for ser- 
vice in the war, and others who were 
needed to support the women and chil- 
dren of the family remained at home. 
‘About this time he entered into part- 
nership with Isaac V. Vanderpook and 
in 1869 joined the firm of Lanning, 
Cleveland and Folsom. His practice as 
well as: his popularity became exten- 
sive, ang in 1870 he was prevailed upon 
to accept the nomination for sheriff of 
Erie county. and was elected. This po- 
sition he held with general satisfaction 
for three years. He then resumed the 
practice of law with the firm of Bass, 
Cleveland & Bissell. 

In November, |88!, he was nominated 
as democratic candidate for mayor of 
Buffalo. Long tenure in office by the 
} republicans haq led to flagrant cor- 
ruption, and good men of all parties 
uniteq to uproot existing evils. Cleve- 
‘land's majority for the mayoralty was 
3.530. while the republican state ticket 
swept the city by a majority of over 
1,600. He promptly organized all 
branches of the municipal government 
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ee of Mr. Cleveland. He was one of 
the rare men that live in a generation. 
His courage and devotion to convictions 
of right had no limit. He reached 
conclusions after great . deliberation, 
and after obtaining all accessible in- 
formation; then immovably adhered to 
his corfclusion. 

“He was big in brain and in body. 
Duty was with him the constant rule of 
conduct. I never knew him to do an 
official act except from the sense of 
highest patriotism. 

“There was a tender side to his char- 


acter full of love and noble emotions. 
Those who know him but slightly ad- 
mired him. Those close to him loved 
him. 

“He was a great president and a great 


American citizen,

along business lines, overcame corrupt 
combination, and by his vigorous use 
of the veto power on all measures that 
savored of extravagance and corrup- 
tion won the soubriquet of the “veto 
mayor.” 

Elected Governor of New York. 


His notable work in this position 
won state recognition apd in 1882 he 
recelved the democratic nomination for 
governor. His opponent was Charles 
J. Folger, then secretary of the treas- 
ury under President Arthur. Cleveland 
swept the field. His plurality over his 
nearest opponent, Mr. Folger, was 
192,854. His administration was marked 
by such simple honesty, directness, in- 
dependence and calm judgment that he 
appeared before the democrats of the 
country as available presidential tim- 
ber. .He still made frequent use of the 
veto power, but his vetoes were clearly 
sustained by law. 

Nominated for the Presidency. 


In the democratic national conven- 
tion, held in Chicago in July, 1884, he 
was the leading candidate on the first 
ballot and on the second, despite the 
opposition of a zealous minority from 
ii8 Own state, secured the necessary 
two-thirds vote of the delegates. 

A large number of tmdependent re- 
publicans supported his candidacy, but 
this was partly offset by the defection 
of many democrats. In the election the 
following November he received the 
popular vote, 4,874,986; Mr. Blaine, 
4,851,981; Butler, 175,370; St. John, tem- 
perance, 150,369; scattering, 14,904. In 
the electoral coll._.ze his majority was 
37 votes, he receiving 219 against 1/82 
for Blaine. In addition to the solid 
south, he carried 
York, Connecticut, New Jersey and In- 
diana. He was inaugurated on March 
4, 1885. 

President Cleveland married while in 
the white house, Frances Folsom, 
daughter of hin former partner, Oscar 
Folsom, 0: Buffalo. It Is safe to say 
that a large part of the. popularity 
w -ich Mr; Cleveland enjoyed during his 
incumbency was due to the charming 
nature, personal beauty and affability 
of the first lady of the land. Mrs. 
Clevéland was the youngest of all the 
m.stresses of the white house, except- 
ing Dorothy Madison, who was her 
own age. 

During her early childhood, Frances 
rv.som had attended Madam bBreck- 
er’s French kindergarten. It was while 
she was a student at Wells 
that Governor Cleveland’s attention to 
her first began to be noticed. Upon 
her graduation in June, 1885, she re- 
celved a superb floral tribute from the 
conservatories attached to the white 
house. Mr. Cleveland was at the time 
president of the United States. 

Upon President cieveland’'s retire- 
ment from public life he settled in New 
York city and here his first child, Ruth, 
was born, n October 3, 189!.. Mr. 
Cleveland was eminently successful 
his law practice and appeared in im- 
portant cases before the supreme court 
of the Uniteu, States. He contin: 
be hailed as the leader of the 
cratic hosts and the rank and 
the party logked to him to lead 
fignt in 1892. 

Of late years President Cleveland has 
lived at Princeton, N. J. He has deliv- 
ered two lectures annually at Frince- 
ton university on questions of public 
policy.

Editor Constitution: Much has been 
written in recent years on the subject 
of good roads. Nothing has met my 
eye, however, that seems to be as 
thorough and comprehensive as is war- 
ranted by the real needs of the coun-

I venture to suggest in very crude 
outline what it appears to me would 
be greatly for the welfare of this na- 
tion. 

|. Let a department of national! high- 
ways be created, with a secretary a 
member of the cabinet. 

2. Let a system of national] roads be 
laid out on a scale to take one hundred 
or two hundred years to build, extend- 
ing from north to south and east to 
west of the extreme limits of territory. 

3. Let bonds of the government be 
issued from time to time as this work 
would require. 

4.-Let there be either a separate gov- 
ernment school for the education of 
road engineers, or a department at 
West Point for that purpose. These 
engineers should havea social standing 
equal to that of army officers, so as 
to attract to the service young men 
of brains. . 

5. Let suitable arrangements be made 
with the states by which collateral 
roads would be built on a har- 


could be furnished to the states as 


occasion required. 


Remarks: The work of building 


| these could be so organized as to ad- 


mit of the employment of a larger or 
smaller number of men. In the event 
of a panic resulting in the closing of 
factories, and throwing out of work 
large numbers, no man need be idle 
longer than was required to go to the 
nearest national or state road office. 
Every tramp could be required to work 
on the road, and there would soon be 
no tramps. 

The maintenance of the roads would 
supply employment, as. it does in 
France, to numbers of men unable to 
do heavier work. 

' The advantages of such a highway 
system, as time passed on and the 
population increased, ang automobile 
vehicles multiplied, would be apparent 
without argument.

passes and of free service by public 
utility corporations under the jurisdic- 
tion pf the railroad commission. The 
governor estimates the saving to the 
public on lower’ railroad rates at 
$1,000,000 a year, and says: 

“Nor has the reduction proved a 
hardship to the’ railroad .companies. 
The increased travel and the cessa- 
tion of free passes it is believed will 
approximately compensate the railroad 
companies for the savings which the 
order of the raitroad commission will 
Dring to the public. 
*“*Already the fair railroad men 
throughout the United States concede 
the wisdom and necessity of railroad 
regulation and supervision. The time 
will come, even .in Georgia, when rail- 
road officials will cease to criticise 
vour laws and will recognize them as 
embodving the best of modern scien- 
tific and economic thought upon. the 
subject.” 

Claims More Promptly Settled. 


Governor Smith declares that more 
prompt payment by railroads of claims 
for overcharge and losses are now be- 
ing made to shippers, and adverts 
briefly to the benefit secured to the 
public from the eommission’s power to 
prevent the withdrawal of trains and 


sidetracks. 

“While an effort has been made to 
create the impression that the legisla- 
tien which you passed and the adminis- 
tration by your railroad commission 
under it has been extreme, and a great 
variety of offensive names have 
applied to it, I wish most earnestly to 
declare that no justification has existed 
for any of these charges. 

“The honest financiers 
city approved the publi 
passed in that state under the leader- 
ship of Governor Hughes. The bill 
which you passed is slmilar and clearer 
than the New York bill, but no one 
can justly say that it extends to the 
railroad commission more power than 
is given by the New York Dill to 
public service commission of that state. 

“Your .commiission has been wise and 
conservative in the exercise of the pow- 
ers which you conferred upon it. 

“We may-rest assured that the im- 
pression created by the false state- 
ments charging unjust treatment of 
corporations in Georgia will be fully 
eradicated in the near future as the 
truth is presented more and more fully 
to the public.”’ 

Declaring that if the state fails to ex- 
ercise its powers, the national govern- 
ment will step in and monopolize these 
powers, the governor says: 

“Before closing this subject permit me 
again to call your attention to the 
fact that; unless the states perform 
their part of supervision and regula- 
tion over corporations the national gov- 
ernment will absorb the entire power 
and centralization will follow at a pace 
so rapid that the reserve powers of 
the state will be greatly in danger.”’ 

Primary Election. 


Declaring that 
primary elections should 
to the .waprice of party 
Governor Smith says: 

“IT urge that the legislature fix by 
Statute the time for the primary at 
which the governor, state house officers, 
judges, railroad commissioners and the 
legislaters shall be named. 

‘Few will deny that an election should 
ibe held at as late a day as practicable 
before the officer elected is to assume 
the responsibilities which the people 
place uBpon him. It is-also important 
that: an officer offering for re-election 
should: have had the opportunity to 
complete as nearly as possible the du- 
ties already resting upon him that his 
record in office may furnish a _ basis 
for his election or rejection by the 
voters. : 

“To this end I suggest that the pri- 
mary elections for governor, state house 
officers, judges, railroad commission- 
ers and members of the legislature be 
fixed for some day sufficiently late 
after the adjournment of the legisla- 
ture to give an opportunity for the 
members of tir legislature as well 
as the others ‘to present their 
claims ‘te the people of the general 
assembly. It may be necessary also 
that the time for the general election 
be postponed and that the time for 
closing the second session of the legis- 
lature be moved backward. 

“Under our present system the legis- 
lature adjourns about the middle of 
August and the regular election comes 
on the first week in October. There 
is not sufficient time between these 
two dates to hold a democratic primary 
and yet give the members of the legis- 
lature an opportunity to go before their 
constituents subsequent to the adjourn- 
ment of the legislature.”’ 

Money in Elections, 


In denouncing the use of money in 
elections, and the payment by candi- 
dates of the taxes of a voter, the mes- 
sage 'says registration now being 
condycted m the most careless manner, 
and that.men register without taking 
the réquited oath, and adds: 

“shan who ia not sufficiently inter 
este@s in...the selection of public offi- 
cicer@s@e, pay his own tax is not moved 
by tht ‘spirit of devotion to wise leg- 
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fislation and pure official conduct which 
fits him for the right of suffrage. 

“I urge the passage of legislation 
which we! make it a crime to pay the 
taxes or to furnish money to pay the 
taxes of men that they may register, 
and [ urge furthermore, that the time 
of registration. be closed sufficiently 
long before the time of an election to 
lessen the ‘danger from the use ofr 
money in the way that I have describ- 
ed and to make it possible to. thor- 
oughly purge the registration lists 
before the date of the primary.”’ 

The message denounces the contri- 
butions of money by great corporations, 
and declares it debauching to the elec- 
torate. It advocates legislation that 
will limit the use of money in political 
contests by prescribing for what  pur- 
poses money may be used. ft urges 
that superior court judges should spe- 
cifically charge grand juries to in- 
vestigate violations of election and pri- 
mary laws. 

Lobbying. 


The message refers to the proposed 
legislation in regard to defining lobby- 
ing and preventing it by forcing the 
paki representatives of corporations to 
make their employment known, and 
limiting their efforts to public argu- 
ments before legislative committees. 

Increase in Tax Rate. 


In referring to the 
lax rates to 5 mills, Governor 
notes that this increase only 
to 20 cents on each $1,000. or $1. on 
every $5,000 of property. He Says: 

“The prohibition pill reduced the reve- 
nues of the state for the present year 
approximately $250,000. You were at the 
Same time called upon to make an 
additional appropriation of $42,716.65 to 
meet the amount due to those pension- 
ers who had received néthing prior to 
your session during T8907. We were be- 
hind about $250,000 in the payment of 
current liabilities when you met last 
summer. 

“The governor and the comproller 
general, in view of this condition of the 
treasury, deemed it advisable to fix the 
tax rate at 5 mills. This was an in- 
crease of two-tenths of a mill above the 
assessment for 1906, but a compartson 
of the S-~mill rate with rates of taxa- 
tion fixed for previous vears shows that 
the 5-mill rate has been exceeded a 


number of times during the past ten 
years.”’ ;

Taxation of Railroads. 


The message notes that for severa! 
vears the railroads of the state have 
been paying taxes on a less amount than 
the valuation of their properties assess-

(ed by the comptroller general, which 
finally resulted in arbitrations. It states 
that the attorney general appeared in 
| berson before the arbitrators in behalf 
of the state. and adds: 

“As a result the state *collected from 
this class of companies in the fall of 
| 1907, $617,709.86, making an increase of 
| $172,713.14 paid by them as taxes to 
' the state over previous years. 

“The increased taxes paid by this class 
| Of companies in the fall of 1907 to the 
| state. counties and cities of Georgia 
amounted to $571,717.96. These figures 
are approximately correct, a portion of 
the same being based upon estimates 
furnished me by the comptroller general, 
Yet it can be safely said that none of 
the properties of these corporations were 
assessed at anything -like their market 
Value. 

“In this connection 
upOn the legislature 
abandoning our present crude Plan 
tax assessment and of giving to the 
State an intelligent system of tax equal- 
ization applicable to all the property in 
Georgia subject to taxation.” 

Revision of the Tax

Laws. 

In urging the necessity of a revision 
of the state’s tax laws to meet the ob- 
jections pointed out by the supreme 
court of the United States. Governor 
Smith recites the case of the litigation 
between the state and the Georgia Rail- 
the state and the Central of Georgia 
railroad on account of the holdings of 
Stock in the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama by these companies. The litiga- 
tion with the Central is stl) pending, 
but the state has adjusted matters\with 
the Georgia railroad on condition ot 
the payment by the road of $79,625.43 
for back taxes. 

The governor states that the approprta- 
tions by the legislature for the present 
year have practically exhausted the rev- 
enues of the state for the year, and he 
hears the same is true of the appropria- 
tions for 1909. if further appropria- 
tions are made. he states, it will be 
necessary to find some means of raising 
additional revenue. 


Georgia Railroad Tax Case. 


“Litigation has been pending off and 
on for years between the state and the

Georgia Railroad and Banking Company, 
growin@ out of a provision in its originai 


charter upon the subject of taxation. | 


Tlere will probably be heard. this fall 
before the supreme ‘court of the United 
States the case between that company 
and the state. in which I hope a deci- 
sion tay be rendered which will define 
the state’s right to collect taxes from it, 

“The state contends: 

‘First, that a correct construction of 
the original charter of the Georgia Rail- 
road and Banking Company exempted 
only the stock of the company from tax- 
atian. 

“Second. that if this view is not sound, 
still the investment other tham the origi- 
nal capital ‘is subject to taxation. Suc- 
even to this extent would subiect 
$9,000,000 of property belonging to this 
company to taxation. ; 

“We should seek no injustice to rail- 
road companies, but they ought to bear 
their part of the burdens of government, 
They ought not to be relieved from tax- 
ation, leaving thereby extra burdens 
upon the private citizens, unless clearly 
exempt by contracts binding ugon the 
state.”’ , 


Hooper Alexander and the W. & A. 
Road. 

In regard to the employment of Hon. 
Hooper Alexander to investigate and 
report upon the claims made by the 
Southern railroad, as to an interest in 
valuable terminals of the Western and 
Atlantic in Chattanooga, the governor 
states this was done upon written re- 
quest of the attorney general. Condli- 
tioms required an investigation which 
would take several weeks, and the at- 
torney general was personally prevented 
from making tt. The draft of the re- 
port by Mr. Alexander is now in the 
hands of the printers. 

The governor suggests that terminals 
for the Western and Atlantic should be 
constructed somewhat further out from 
the center of Chattanooga, than at 
present. Further, he favors acquiring 
property giving an outlet for the road 
to the Tennessee river. He urges that 
authority be given someone to this end 
and to make other necessary negotia- 
tions with the city of Chattanooga, The. 
latter desires to extend a street through 
the state’s property. 

Issue Bonda to Extend State Road. 


“The extension of the state road is a 
subject which cannot escape public at- 
tention. 

“The road should be built to deep wa- 
ter before the termination of the- pres- 
ent lease. 

“Touching the Atlantic ocean aft one 
end and the Tennessee river at the 
other, with the rapid improvements that 
are now being made upon the Tennes- 
see river, it will enable Georgia’s own 
road to furnish a means of transporta- 


tion 
tributaries on the west to the Atlantic 
ocean on the east. This accomplished, 
the commercial freedom of Georgia can 
be made sure and its effect upon the 
future growth of the state can scarcely 
be estimated. 

“The way commends itself to 
me for the cB8nstruction of the road is 
to issue state bonds, which at 3 per 
cent interest could be sold for par. use 
the convicts for grading and build it 
at ‘the lowest possible cost with the 
least possible interest charges. 

“Such a road could be disposed of un- 
der lease for more than the Interest 
on its cost, and with the growth of the 
state, it would be an ever-increasing as- 
set to help Hft the burdens of taxation 
from the people. or furnish better edn- 
cational facilities for our children. It 
would also furnish an effective power to 
protect the people of our state from ex- 
cessive interstate freight charges.’ 


Comptroller and State Treasurer. 


The message.urges an appropriation to 
provide adequate salaries and needed 
clerical aesistance for the state treas- 
urer and the comptroller general. He 
favors, however, the creation of a dis- 
tinct office of bank examiner and a 
distinct office of insurance commiesi 
er. He believes those changes must in- 
evitably come. 

Reform of the banking and insurance 
laws of the state is urged, two com- 
missions of three members each to cod- 
ify and revise the laws on these sub- 
jects. Adequate appropriations are 
urged to make effective the laws pro- 
viding for examination of state banks. 

The message recommends the _§re- 
vision of the state law to conform to 
the employers’ liability act, recently 
passed by congress, and also’ laws to 
protect shippers whose goods are dam- 
aged en route, the fixing of a reciprocal 
fee for requisitions granted for es- 
caped convicts, and the adoption of a 
better system of handling the state re- 
formatory. As to the convict question, 
it notes the removal of the chief war- 
den of: the penitentiary, and a change 
in the plans by which deputy wardens 
fomerly received compensation from 
lessees. It points out the illegality or 
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leasing misdemeanor convicts to con- . 


tractors. 
Progress in Education. 

The governor makes a strong pleai' 
for the agricultural schools, for the} 
placing of practical educagors upon the! 
state board of education, and for aij 
change in the requirements prescribed | 
for negro teachers, saying: 

‘In developing our educational sys-, 
tem we should not be afraid to recog | 
nize the vast difference between the 
white and negro races. I do not be-: 
lieve that the average negro receives 
much help by learning out of bookse’ 
A jarge majority of the race will be | 
found for generations capable only of 
manual Jlabor. The negro child should : 
be taught to work. He should de in- 
spired with a desire to do that for which 
can be best fitted and we must rec- 
ognize the truth that labor in the field 
is his best opportunity.” 

Agricultural Schools in Debt. 


The governor announces that many 
subscriptions made to the district age 
ricultural schools have not been paid, 
and that the schools are in debt, and | 
pleads for $10,000 for the equipment of |! 
each of the eleven schools. He declares 
the state college of agriculture hae 
done good work under difficulties. 

In discussing the recent panic, 
message states, in conclusion: 

‘It is a source of gratification for u®@ 
to know that this injury to our indus- 
tries was in no respect due to legisiae< | 
tion which you passed or to causes orig- 
inating in Georgia. It is also cayse for 
rejoicing that the south suffered less 
than other parts of the country, and 
that Georgia suffered less than any 
other southern state. We have had 
fewer men out of employment and few- 
er failures than in other parts of the 
union. 

“Ror some time past it has been evi- 
dent that the conditions which caused 
the financial disturbance had been re- 
moved, and that the whole country was 
passing through a gradual but certain 
state of recuperation. We can look to 
the future with confidence, and our 
people may well realize that this is @ 
section upon which the Almighty has 
with lavish hand: bestowed His richest
